distributed over the entire year and 
would not be rushed to market with­ 
in the very limited periods when there 
is assurance of passable roads. 
This 
would result in the railroads having 
a regular 
all-fVe^r-round 
business, 
which they could handle much more 
economically and therefore profitably, 
for they w’ould not have great scarci­ 
ty of rolling stock at certain periods 
and a great abundance of idle roll­ 
ing stock at other periods. 
Take1 our own Pettis county, for 
instance; a protracted period of im­ 
passable, muddy! roads will drain all 
of the available Truman food stuff and 
live stack lotkgl out of the territory 
that is now served by rock roads and 
the consequence*then is that we must 
ship in what* we 
require, 
because 
those living “beyond the rock roads, 
no matter how’ much surplus they 
may have, can’t get to market. 
Cf 
course ‘‘Jones pays the freight,” and 
in this case “Jones” is you and I 
and everyone who has to buy. By tyie 
same rule, the reasoning is warrant­ 
ed that if our present rock roads ex­ 
tended out to the ’county boundaries 
and v;e had such additional rock roads 
as would enable reaching practically 
I 
even' nei^hlmrhood in 
the 
county, 
producers and consumers would both 
profit from a regular and equalized 
market arid those living at what is 
now' regarded as a remote distance 
from market would have the distance 
shortened at least one half. because

road than to go two are three miles 
over a mud road. 
Who can imagine the wonderfully 
beneficial effects upon Pettis county 
if all of our principal public roads 
were of a permanent chaiacter!
